In the obscure town of Caldwell, Essex 
county, N. J.,there stands yet a little two-story and 
a half white house with wooden shutters, and 
there in the year 1837 was born Stephen Grover

York. He has only the most shadowy recollec- 
tions of it, for when he was three years of age his 
father, who was a Presbyterian minister, with a 
arge famfly ant a small salary, moved by way 
of the Hudson river and the Erie 
canal to Fayetteville, in seareh of . 
un 6ineressed intome and a =Ilarger field 
ot work. Fayetteville was then the most straggling 
of country villages—about five miles from Pompey 
Hill, where Governor Seymour was bern. Here the 
boy Grover Cleveland first wentto school in the 
good old-fashioned way, and presumably distin- 
guished himself after the manner ofall village boys 
in doing all the things thathe ought not to do. 
One thing appears to be indisputable. He, at the 
age Of fourteen, bad outgrown the ¢apac- 
ity of the vit school and express a 
inost emphatic desire to be sent to a pa roa 

To this his father a& emphatical ; objeeted, 
Academies in those days costmoney. Besides, the * 
elder Cleveland wanted the lad to become sel 
supporting by the quickest possible road. The 
quickest possible road in Fayetteville was the 
country store, where the pastor with a large fam- 
ily had considerable personal influence.

One can easily enough picture the employment 
ifone knows whata thriving country store is, its 
duties ranging with s¢arcely time for intermediate 
soap and water, from dealing out mackerel and 
molasses to cutting off cotton print enough for the 
village belle’s new dress. There isa tradition 


comes from Fayetteville, not at all ill-defined, 
that young Clevelandin two years proved him- 
self so trustworthy that his employers used all their 
cloguence to get him to stay on indefinitely. The 
exact significance at this timeof the Fayette- 
ville reeord may be judged when the writer after 
taking some trouble to unearth it, finds it to be a 
record of simple, unswerving integrity and natir- 
ing loyalty to the interests of the boy’s employers. 
The most painstaking search among two genera- 
tions fails to discover any flashes of genfus in that 
country store or any memorials of eeceptric talent 
in that country village. But there is unimpeachable 
testimony that whatever the boy's hand was gives 
to do he did with all his heart, and that he left be- 
hind him the reputation for bravery, fidelity and 
candor that bas outlived all these years. It’s en- 
rious how some simple traite defy time. In truth 
they seem to thrive and grow with it.
